
1956 Was a Great Year for Torrance, Figures Show

The Year 1956 was the big- 
fest one yet for Torrance, 

* .which is used to doing things 
"in   big way. 

fat its work hi meeting 
the problem of a community 
which haa grown to seven 
times 1U size 10 years ago, 
Torrance was named as one 
of the 11 All-America cities 
for 1956. A look at some of 
the things which happened 
In Torrance during the past

year might show some of the 
reason for its selection. 

Locally, the boom con­ 
tinued unabated, as building 
totals smashed existing rec­ 
ords, population zoomed to 
85,000, two new areas were 
annexed by the city, business 
continued to grow, and many 
new civic buildings were 
completed. 

City Moves Up 
In population, the town 

moved up another notch,

from seventh to sixth place 
In the county. It increased 
from an estimated 70,000 
last Jan. 1 to about 85,000 
today. It 'has Increased even 
since a special census com­ 
pleted in November, which 
showed more than 82,000. 

The sound of hammers and 
nails continued unabated as 
the city smashed its building 
record set in 1954. During 
1956 a total of $46,479,239 in 
permits was taken out, bet­

tering the old record by 
$1,300,000. Construction 
slowed down toward the end 
of the year with December 
the poorest month in several 
years. The first part of the 
year broke all records, how­ 
ever. 

During the year a total of 
7931 building permits were 
taken out, an Increase over 
the 7584 issued the previous 
year. 

Permits for new homes to­

taled 3233 during 1956 and 
these were valued at $32,- 
700,000. During 1955, 3108 
residential permits were is­ 
sued. Local householders also 
built 2881 fences, 125 patios, 
and 59 swimming pools to 
enhance the value of their 
property. Top month for 
homes was January with 590 
permits. In contrast, only 
eight were taken out during 
December. 

A number of new families

and homes were brought Into 
Ihn clly during the year as 
Tnrrance annexed the Victor 
tind El Nido tracts after rest- 
''ents of those areas had ap­ 
proved the move. This added 
about one square mile to the 
city's existing 18.88 square 
miles. 

In December Torrance dlso 
indicated that it would like 
to annex both Lomita and an 
area just north of Rolling 
Hills, as it filed incorpora­

tion papers. The outcome of 
this action will be deter­ 
mined in 1957. 

New Buildings Added 
On a civic level, the new 

Torrance Civic Center   in­ 
cluding City Hall, Police Sta­ 
tion, Jail, and Municipal 
Swimming Pool   was com­ 
pleted. A new fire station 
was dedicated, two new 
schools opened, a new park 
added, and improvements 
made at a number of other

municipal facilities. 
Industrially, the city also 

continued to expand with 
permits taken out for 32 in­ 
dustrial buildings worth near­ 
ly $2,500,000. Two industrial 
tracts  at Carson and Cren- 
shaw and at Arlington and 
Dominguez   were begun and 
some buildings were occu­ 
pied.

Initial success in acquiring 
signatures on petitions asking 
for the organization of a Tor­ 
rance Hospital District was re­ 
ported yesterday by Richard 
Person, professional campaign 
organizer.

Person, a former employe 
of the campaign organization 
in charge of the Little Com­ 
pany of Mary hospital drive 
for $750,000, said he was con­ 
vinced he could get sufficient 
signatures of registered Tor­ 
rance voters to present to the 
Board of Supervisors.

The new district would be 
organized in, much the same 
manner as that recently voted 
in by citizens of the Bay area 
cities. Plans for a publicly 
financed hospital to be located 
in Manhattan Beach already 
have been completed.

Initial investigation of the 
blaze, which drew firefighters 
from eight departments, had 
indicated that arsonists might 
have set it. After questioning 
several suspects, however, the 
arson squad concluded that the 
fire probably was started whei' 
an ash tray was dumped fror 
a car parked at' Punta Point. 

Motorist Changed Oil
According to Lt. Morrlloi 

oil cans, an oil filter and greas; 
rags found near the point 
where the fire started appar­ 
ently were dropped there by 
someone who had been chang 
ing his oil.

The Palos Verdes Fir* De­ 
partment said the blaze dam­ 
aged only grass, shrubbery, 
and trees, although it crept 
dangerously close to many 
homes.

Arson Suspected
Since the fire occurred at 

the same time as the blazes 
which destroyed thousands of 
acres and hundreds of homes 
in Malibu, it was first thought 
that the fire had been set by 
an arsonist. Sheriff's deputies 
still are seeking persons be­ 
lieved to have set the fires in 
the Malibu areas. Fires in Mal­ 
ibu, Palos Verdes, and Bel Air 
all occurred in well-to-do resi­ 
dential sections.

Initial erroneous reports in­ 
dicated that up to 3500 acres 
of Palos Verdes was ablaze, but 
Palos Verdes firemen pointed 
out that the city of Palos Ver­ 
des Estates contains only 3200 
acres. Only 92 acres was af­ 
fected, they said.
